The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 12-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a catalyst paste constitutes (d) and (f), and 
optionally (e), does not reasonably provide enablement for a catalyst paste constitutes 
(d) and (e). The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate 
in scope with these claims. 

The disclosure at bottom of page 5 and top of page 10 teaches that the catalyst 
paste constitutes (d) and (f), and optionally (e). Thus, the recited catalyst paste 
comprising (d) and an optional component (e) without the mandatory component (f) is 
not enabling. Also, the recited catalyst comprising (d) (and an optional component (e)) 
alone would not form a paste, but a powder or solid (see below). 

Claims 49-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. A plasticizer being critical or essential to the practice of 
the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

Claim 49 recites the constituents (c ) being a separate paste, but the recited 
peroxyester encompasses a solid one at room temperature and barbituric acid is also 
solid at room temperature. Thus, such combination would not form a paste, but a 
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powder or solid without a plasticizer. The instant examples show the catalyst paste 
comprising more than 50 wt.% of a plasticizer. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The rejection of "derivatives" in claims 12 and 49 being indefinite is maintained. 
Applicant asserts that "barbituric acid derivatives" are known in the art as described at 
page 8, lines 26-27 wherein barbituric acids having several substitutions such as alkyl, 
benzyl, cyclohexyl and thio are seen. Thus, the disclosed derivatives are all acids, 
however, acid derivatives include esters and anhydrides to one skilled in the art and 
nothing is taught in that regard. 

The recitation of 0 wt.% in claims 24, 26, 28 and 30 lacks an antecedent basis. 
Cancellation of the recited "or" in line 12 of claims 16 and 52 is needed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
